al or thereby of yearly Rent. And my Father being involved in great and 
confiderable ſums of Money, far exceeding the Value and Eſtate 
of Muirbouſe, and all his other Real and Perſonal Eftate, did induce me 
to engage, 3s Principal and Cautioner for him, in the greateſt part of all his 
Debts, And from term to term, when new Bonds were ſubſcribing, he made 
me believe, that the ſums borrowed at theſe terms were to ſatisfie and clear off 
other Creditors, to whom I was formerly bound for him. And I being bound 
in duty, not to diſtruſt any thing which my Father ſaid, never made any tur- 
ther enquiry, but believed that when I ſubſcribed new Bonds, they came in 
place of former, neither did I ever doubt the ſame, until the time of my Fa- 
thers ſickneſs, ( whereof he died,) and then it did but too evidently appear, 
to my ſad experience, that there was little or no part of the ſums wherein 1 
was firſt engaged for my Father, ſatisfied and taken off by the Money borrow- 
ed thereafter, By which means, though there was none of the ſums, for 
which I was engaged for my Father, 2 to my uſe: Yet I was neceſſitate 
(to prevent the rigorous Diligence o Creditors ) to take Sanctuary in the 
Abbey, ever ſince my Fathers death, And ſeing your Petitioner was moſt in- 
nocently inveigled by the Perſwaſions of his Father, out of the duty and te- 
ſpect v he owed to him, without making any enquiry into the condi- 
tion of his Affairs, whereby I ama greater loſer my ſelf by far, than any of 
his Creditors: Ia reſpe& any Fortune I had alinadi, by my Grand-father and 

Wife, (which was conſiderable, as is above mentioned) being ſwallowed u 
in that gulf of Debts due by my Father. And it being the cuſtome of 
Nations in the World, when Debitor — inſolvent by misfortune, and 
with- 
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any fraudulent or ſiniſtrous Methods, to grant them perſonal

e fince my cdutinuance under Reſtraint can never advance the intereſt 


of my Fathers Creditors, neither can my perſonal Protection prejudge them; 

If 1 were at liberty, 1 would concur with them, in mak- 
ing Fortune <ffeQual for payment of his Debts. As alſo by the 
favour and affiſtance of Friends, I may be advanced to ſome Employment,
